THE PRESENT DISORDER OF THE FINANCES OF 
INDIA AND THEIR TRUE REMEDY. 

Ix the autumn of 1862, when Sir Charles Trevelyan was 
sent to India, after consideration and reluctantly we ventured 
to object to the appointment. Putting aside the publication 
of the Madras despatches and his controversy with Mr Wilson, 
we said: “ Sir O. Trevelyan has many eminent qualities— 
“ great industry—great acuteness—an ardent though ill regu- 
“ lated public spirit, but he was never a safe man: he never 
“had asound or simple judgment.” We alleged that he 
had been called “an incalculable person, —that no one could 
. predict what he would do next, how far he would fall 
“from his legitimate orbit, whose territory he would invade 
“or trespass upon.” It is evident that those un- 
favourable anticipations have been more than confirmed 
by the event. Sir Charles 
most original Budget was so “incalculable,” that Sir 0. Wood 
said he hardly knew how to believe it, so much was it the re- 
verse of all he expected; it was so ill-judged that the pro- 
lar part, the taxes imposed and the loan announced

already have by superior authority been retracted and with- 
drawn ; that the great tax remitted must probably be reim- 
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Trevelyan’s final and } 


posed. Even more, this Budget was a most curious “invasion 
“ of the territory” of his successor. Mr Massey arrived just 
in time to hear Sir C. Trevelyan announce his singular mea- 
sure. The new Finance Minister landed to hear his best sup- 
plemental tax repealed; inferior taxes,—psuedo-taxes, we 
may call them,for they will not exist,—substituted in its place ; 
a policy proposed of continuous loans. By his last act Sir O. 
Trevelyan made a Budget, heaping on him every difficulty, 
and such as no other man could have made. This conclusion ap- 
pears to justify the objection we raised to the original appoint- 
ment, if any facts whatever could justify them. We feared 
much, but we hardly feared this. 


The withdrawal of the export duties by the Secretary of 
State spares us, happily, much of our work. It would now 
be “slaying the slain” if we went through in full detail all 
the objections and arguments which we had amassed on this 
subject. But there is much in the present state of Indian 
finance which signally requires careful attention, and this 
cannot be wholly disentangled from the unfortunate, though 
abortive, expedient which Sir Charles Trevelyan permitted 
himself to suggest. 


The first question in all such cases is, What are the facts ? 


| What is the present state of things? It is as follows :— 


By the accounts appended to this article, it will be seen that 
on the 30th April, 1864, the last day on which we have 
positively real accounts from Caleutta—accounts involving no 
conjectural item—there was a small surplus, a surplus of 
78,3471 in Indian finance. But, according to the best anti- 
cipation, this satisfactory state of things is now wholly 
changed; its contrary is introduced. By the Budget esti- 
mate for the year ending 30th April, 1865, which is based 
on eight months of experience and four months of conjecture, 
there is a deficit :—

Thistime last year, Sir Charles anticipated a “secure” surplus 
of 823,288/. But the expenditure has increased, the net 
opium revenue has much diminished, and the Budget estimate 


about which Sir Charles was so confident has proved to be |}: 


altogether in error. It would not seem that in such a position 
when expenditure has, from causes which we will explain, in- 
creased and is likely to increase, it was desirable to take off 
efficient taxes. To take off taxes in the face of a deficit is not 
a natural proceeding ; it may perhaps be right, but it requires 
a careful justification. Sir Charles, however, removes the in- 
come tax, which in 1864-5 produced 1,236,490/. Of this, 
785,350/ falls on the year 1865-6, and 551,140/ on the year 
following. After so doing, he makes an estimate for the year 
1855-6 as follows :—

of half a million is impending by the abolition of the income 
tax.

both of which have now been disallowed by Sir Charles Wood, 
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There is no insuperable objection to export duties. If it 
does happen that any country possesses a singular facility of 
producing any article—a facility so peculiar in an article so | 
desirable, that a tax on exports will still leave it supe- | 

rior to all its rivals, and will not diminish the con- | 
| sumption of the article exported, an export duty is not 

| only justifiable, but if money is wanted most expedient. The 

| foreigner will, in such case, really pay the extra price—the 

tribute price of the article which he so much wants, which he | 
must have, and which no other country can afford him on com- | 
parable terms. But the mere statement of these conditions 

shows how rarely export duties can be beneficial, or can be 

| advisable. Almost always they restrict the consumption of 

| the article exported, and so lessen the trade and diminish the 

wealth of the nation which imposes the tax. The object of 

trade is to get your imports cheap. Exports are profitable, 

| but. they are profitable because they bring back something. 

They are the currency with which you buy, and if you tax 

your currency, most likely you diminish your purchases. You 

wont get so much; the national supply of the aggregate 

luxuries and comforts of life will be diminished. Of all duties 

the most dangerous is an export duty. You advance it; you 

pay it as it goes away, and it is very uncertain if you will 

ever get it back again. An import duty is, in a simple state 

of society at least, paid at first by the foreigner who brings 

his goods here, who comes to sell. The primary incidence is 

on the foreigner, and he takes the chance of throwing the 

secondary incidence upon the native. But in the case of an 

export duty, the certain primary incidence is on the native 

exporter, it is only the contingent secondary incidence which 

can be shifted to the foreigner. 


In the principal articles taxed by Sir Charles Trevelyan, 
there is no likelihood of their being so shifted ; there is every 
reason to believe that they would be heavy weights on Indian 
industry—that they would diminish the comforts of Indians 
by cramping the currency in which they buy. 

Sir Charles Trevelyan subjected jute, wool, tea, and coffee, 
; to 3 per cent. export duty. Jute is, among all these, perhaps 
the article in which India has the greatest natural advantage, 
but it is also the article which is in a state least fit to bear an 
export duty.

But the trade of textile fabrics is again undergoing a catas- 
trophe. The American war is at an end. Before long the 
| price of cotton will tend to assume its normal limits ; before 
long we shall know what is the cheapest rate at which it can 
be produced. Jute, wool, and other such materials, will now 
be subjected to a competition from which, until lately, they 
have been exempt. The worst possible moment for im- 
posing an export duty is that in which a natural advantage is 
much diminishing, and in which a new and probably superior 
foreign competitor is regaining a precedence he has lately been 
deprived of. At any rate, while a trade is.in transition, ex- 
port duties are anomalous.—Tea and coffee, again, as Mr Beadon 
remarked in the Council Chamber at Calcutta, are young 
and struggling industries in India, It is absurd to say that 
they have any such advantage, any new and developed favour

of nature as would justify a special tax upon them. Sugar 
is the last subject which we should have dreamed of taxing, 
for the East Indian sugar-industry has long been rather in a 
condition of mournful complaining than of remarkable and 
reducible profitableness. Besides, all export duties are ex- 
posed to the great objection which besets the high import 
duties we now impose at Calcutta. They are taxes on 
European, on English industry and capital. The only possi- 
ble—the only conceivable advantage which we derive from an 
Anglo-Indian Empire is our trade, We are burdening that 
trade already by import duties which are, in fact, protecting 
duties on native India manufacture; and Sir Charles further 
proposes to tax the exports which our capital and enterprise 
~ considerable risk, and at the cost of expatriation, send from | 
ndia. 


Sir Charles Trevelyan fancies. (if we understand) that he 
does this in the interest of the natives. But if he does so, 
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he is their worst enemy. As we should haye suspected 
beforehand, meaning to be a warm and sincere friend, he does 
them great and irreparable harm. The only means by which 
we can really help India—the only solvent whieh we can real] 
apply to the arrested and unimproved semi-civilisation which 
has existed there during so many ages—is commerce ; and com. 
merce means capital, and capital means English capital 
What, then, is the result of these suggested loans ? Only this 
that, for a supposed idea of benefiting the natives, you | 
hinder and burden the only agency by which they can be 
effectually improved. " 


The loan is even more objectionable. It was put forth ag 
specially demanded by public works. But there is no particular 
outlay in public works now which there has not been for 
three years past.

It is impossible to say that slight additions to a public |

And even if the outlay were of much greater magnitude 
there would be irrefragable cogency in the argument which Sir 
John Lawrence addressed to the Imperial Legislature at 
Calcutta. ‘His opinion,” he said, “was that the only 
“true economy was to live within one’s income. When a 
‘“‘ Government, like a man, once became prodigal, not only did 
“‘ its sense of economy become relaxed, but habits of extraya- 
“‘gance became its second nature, accompanied, as was 
“ always the case, by feelings of anxiety and constraint. Now, 
‘ if there was any country in the world in which the Govern. 
‘ment should be light and free, and be like a strong man, 
‘“‘ unshackled and ready for the race set before it, it was here 
“in India. Here we were a few governing many ; we didnot 
Without | 
‘“ any fault of ours, we were unable to say what might next 
“happen. Surely, in such a case it was of the utmost im- 
“* portance that we should not incur debt, so that when the 
‘ time came, we should have greater ease in borrowing money 
“‘ and less discomfort in bearing the amount of an additional 
“debt. But even admitting that there was force in the argu- 
“ment that we should make future generations bear the

“debt was little more than sixty millions when the mutiny 
‘broke out, now it was more than ninety millions. Here 
“we had added upwards of thirty millions to our burden. | 
*‘ Surely that was enough for future generations. Then it|

‘‘ for military works, you could not recoup yourself; nay, it 
involved a constant future expenditure of at least eight per 
“cent. on the capital sunk to provide for wear and tear. | 
‘“‘ Having very little money to spend in that way, we must 
“arrange for an annual expenditure of 1,000,000/ for the |} 
‘* maintenance and repair of the works-in-question.” Nothing |; 
is to be added to this. refutation of Sir C, Trevelyan by Sir 
John Lawrence, of the Finance Minister by the Viceroy, 
whose Minister he is. Now that we know how sound are the 
opinions entertained by the supreme authorities, we are 
puzzled to think why a subordinate has been allowed to make 

all this confusion.

But the question—the critical question—returns. Leaving 
Sir Charles Trevelyan aside, what is. it that is the matter 


with Indian finance? Why is. there:a deficit in it? Why; 
after having once been placed in a satisfactory position, does 
it again obwrude itself on the attention of the world ‘ 





The answer is, that India is in a state of transition—to 
express the matter familiarly, from having been an “ out-ol- 
‘‘ the-way uncommercial country it has become an in-the-way 
‘commercial country,” and the first consequence is a great 
rise of prices, and the second consequence an inevitable 
augmentation of the expenditure of Government. A great 
agency has been at work, The abstract political eeonomists say, 
and justly say, that the efficiency of Indian industry has been 1n- 
creased. They mean this: every nation hasthe power of producing 
some commodities or it could not keep itself alive ; but most 
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nations have but little power of producing articles desired by 

Je in other nations, while a smaller number of other re- 
markable nations have a great natural facility, from some 
cause or other of climate, soil, or inherent character, of pro- 


ducing things usually coveted by the mass of mankind far | 


away from their own homes. The people of Nova Zembla 
have, in this language, an inefficient industry, because they 


produce little which other people want; the people of China | 


and those of England have, on the otier hand, an efficient 
industry, because the Chinese, from the natural adaptation of 
their country to tea and silk, and the English, from industrial 
gkilland habits, havea great power of producing what other people 
most want. A nation which easily produces desirable things 
ig an efficient nation; a nation which does so with difficulty 
is an inefficient one. 


Three great causes have within a very few years begun to 
change India from the second class into the first—to make it 
avery efficient country, while it used to be a very inefficient 
one. The first of these were the English railways : we have 
spent 50,000,000/ in making Indian labour go further than it 
used to do; next came the Russian war, which gave an enor- 
mous stimulus to the cultivation of Indian seeds ; last the 
American war, which has given an enormously augmented 
yalue to Indian cotton. The combined effect of the three 
causes was this :—The Indian ryot found his seed and cotton 
enormously raised in value, he found that the rest of the 
world wanted them much more than heretofore, and at the same 
time the new railways gave him unthought of means of send- 
ing these products to the place where they were most wished 
for. The machinery of conveyance was indefinitely accelerated 
just when the desirability of the products conveyed was in- 
caleulably enhanced. 


The first effect of such an increased power of producing 
desirable productions—for this is what an increase in the 
efficiency of industry really means—is a considerable rise of 

rices ; labour and commodities both rise in value. Formerly, 
India was like a small parish in the North of Scotland, now 
it is like a parish near London. Formerly it could not sell 
most of its products at all, and those it could sell it had to 
sell very cheap. Now it can sell all of its things, and some of 
them at very good rates. The market of the world has been 
opened to. it, and the resuit is a necessary rise in the saleable 
value of all its commodities. 


Labour used to be very cheap in India, but it is becoming 
less cheap. Sir John Lawrence tells us that the great rise 
has, as was beforehand likely, has occurred almost exclu- 
sively near the railways and in other places having ex- 
ceptionally advantageous instruments of communication and 
traffic. The new cause produces the greatest sudden effects 


where it acts most intensely, but gradually those effects will | 


be propagated through the whole country, the prices of com- 
modities and the value of labour will be raised, if not to a 
European, at least to a semi-European standard; and the 
old state of India, where ‘‘ man’s life was cheap,” and most 
products of his work of trifling value, will entirely pass away. 

This rise in the prices of India is often mixed up and con- 
founded with the effect of the discovery of gold in Australia 
on the prices of countriesin general. And the two agencies are 
connected thus far;—the quantity of the precious metals 
required by the augmentation in the efficieney of labour in a 
semi-civilised country like India has been more easily obtained 
by—could hardly have been obtained without—the unusual 
supply which Australia and California afforded. But the 
peculiar cause affecting India is, nevertheless, distinct and 
separable from the general cause affecting all countries. The 
whole world is liable to an increase of prices consequent on 
the more economical production and more extensive supply of 
new gold. But India has besides a special cause, producing a 
local change of value. The increase in her power of producing 
what the world desires Las actually raised the price of all her 
more accessible regions, while it is still a question and a con- 
troversy whether the diffused agency, the production of new 
es has had any effect on the general prices of the world at 

ge. 

Such an economical condition has and must have grave 
effects on its financial condition. You cannot govern a dear 
country as cheaply as you cam govern a cheap country. The 
cost of the services of administration and Government aug- 
ments as the price of all other services augments. Especially in 

ia, where the country is governed by foreigners, is the cost

and worse men will go thither. 


Another cause is just now at work to increase in India the 
cost of Government—the necessity of providing suitable 
houses and suitable comforts for the European army. When 
we governed India by a native army it was cheap and danger- 
ous; now that we govern by an English amy it is cheap and 
dear—dear not only in pay, but in the accessories and accom- 
modation which experience shows to be necessary ior the 
health and comfort of masses of English soldiers in a foreign 
climate. We are getting to compiehend that the worst 


economy is to squander /ives, but it is not less true that 
economising lives means spending money; and that the con- 
sistent adoption of our new and sounder policy, though 
abundantly beneficial to the nation, has the necessary bad 
accompaniment of augmenting the expenditure of Government, 


How, then, is this expenditure to be met? We have got, 
and it is well we should distinctly know our position, into a new 
region of financial difficulty. When Mr Wilson went to India 
the difficulty was the vast military expenditure consequent on 
the mutiny. lLixcept as to the augumented cost of the com- 
forts and necessaries of the new European army, the effects 
of the sepoy mutiny have attained their end and worked 
themselves out. The bad effect of adversity on finance is 
over ; we now suffer from the malady of prosperity. 


We cannot, at the end of this long article, indicate so fully 
as we had intended what financial measures it is the duty of 
the Indian Government to adopt. Sir Charles Trevelyan’s 


| remedies, his income tax, and his loan have been disallowed ; 


but the disease remains. We cannot doubt that the re- 
imposition of the income tax, or some equivalent, should be 
and must be part of the new scheme. We are giving India 
wealth, and we should tax that wealth. We should not im- 
pose burdens on the trade by which we are regenerating and 
awakening India; but we should tax the wealth which that 
trade produces. The native comfort, ease, and opulence which 
English rules creates, maintains, and improves, ought to 
defray the cost of that rule. It is childish to create wealth, | 
and yet be poor; to enable others to amass riches, and yet to 
refrain from compelling them to contribute their just share to 
the expense of their accumulation.

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THE DEBATE ON THE BOROUGH FRANCHISE. 
THE adjourned debate in the House of Commons on Monday 
night on Mr Baines’ Bill for the lowering of the borough 
| franchise was not only the best debate of this Session ; it was 
| the best that has taken place for many Sessions ; it was pro- 

bably the best that las ever been heard on the Reform Ques- 
| tion since the great days of 1832. It was remarkable for many 
| things: it was remarkable for the earnestness with which 
| nearly every one who spoke addressed himself to the real 
matter in hand; it was remarkable for the far greater close- 
| ness of reasoning and grasp of the subject shown for the first 
time by the opponents of the measure when compared with 
| its supporters ; it was remarkable for the outspoken candour 
with which the Conservative Liberals expounded the difficul- 
ties of the question, and the sort of half perplexity and half 
| feebleness with which the more advanced Liberals evaded or 
| ignored them ; it was remarkable for a sort of change in the 
| position of the two parties—the opponents of a reduction of 
the franchise assuming the aggressive, and its advocates being 
driven to a defensive and almost apologetic tone; it was re- 
| markable for the curious infelicity with which Sir George

GENERAL SHERMAN’S PROPOSED PEACE. 
Ir is one curious indication how little England has understood 
the United States that for four years we have had prophecies 
ofa coming event about as impossible as any conceivable revo- 
lution in the political condition of the world Only at the 
close of these four years has the reasonableness of the English 
expectation been tested and found to be absolutely unreason- 
ableness. Prophecies that the political constitution of the 
United States was likely to be subverted by a successful General 
have been promulgated freely in England ever since the appoint-

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army ; the characters of all his sucessors have been canvassed 
in relation to the chance that they, if successful, might achieve 
the same feat ; and when at last General Sherman’s great suc- 
cesses were known, and the notion that hismarch through Georgia 
was the retreat of a beaten General, exploded, the accounts of 
his restless and fiery character were read with more than 
biographical interest, with a sort of presentiment that the 
political crisis was near. If like prophecies did not hover 
round General Grant—General Sherman’s superior in command, 
and probably also in military genius,—it was because the sim- 
plicity and unambitiousness of his character seemed to be 
assumed everywhere in the United States. Events passed on 
without in any degree confirming the fantastic English notion 
that the people of the United States would be prepared to 
accept a successful soldier for their dictator, till at length a 
moment came apparently expressly intended to favour a bold 
soldier’s ambition, if such a one could ever have a chance at 
all. The most popular President since the time of Washington 
had been assassinated ; his successor was under a cloud through 
the unfortunate indiscretion attending his inauguration ; and 
General Sherman, the military idol, as it was supposed, of 
the Northern people, found himself in a position to clear the 
whole territory of the South-East of the Chattahoochee, of the 
remaining armies of the Confederacy,—and, as he thought, 
to gratify the North and conciliate the South by the same 
bold step. The conciliation of the South, however, involved 
an act which, in the first place, entirely exceeded his powers as 
a General, and in the second, would have defeated nearly every 
end for which the North has waged this long and bloody war. 
It involved a complete recognition of the absolute State rights 
of the South, contemplated the surrender of the arms of 
General Johnston’s and the other Southern armies, not to 
to the authorities of the United States, but to the civil autho- 
rities of the various rebellious States,—guaranteed to the 
South all its former property, as recognised by the Constitu- 
tion,—including of course the slaves,—set at naught the legis- 
lation of Congress and the rroclamation of Mr Lincoln, 


as well as pre-judging the question of amnesty to Mr | 


Davis and the leading Southern statesmen who planned 
the rebellion. So monstrous an attempt of a soldier to 
to dictate to the civil authorities of his country seems scarcely 
credible, unless General Sherman had the vanity to think 
that his own great successes might have won for his actions a 
prestige and a popularity with which a new and not very 
widely-respected President could not venture to compete. 
If so, the only Northern American who probably ever com- 
mitted in his own mind the blunder of so many Englishmen 
seems to have been General Sherman. At all events, the 
result was almost ludicrously contrary to the expectations 
formed here of the issue of any misunderstanding between 
the civil and military power. General Sherman’s armistice 
with General Johnston was peremptorily terminated. General 
Grant was sent to North Carolina to supersede him. Sherman 
was ordered to resume the offensive, and within another two 
days the same surrender had been made without political 
terms of any kind to the Northern commander, which had been 
offered to Sherman on terms so fatal to theauthority of the Union 
in the rebellious States. And so far was the great military 
commander from even asserting himself in opposition to the 
will of his Government, that he was overruled as easily as any 
of his subordinate officers would have been overruled by his own 
order in the field; nor did any one at the North even conceive 
the possibility of military risk in thus superseding a favourite 
General. The country with one voice denounced General 
Sherman’s conditions as pernicious in substance, as well as 
proceeding from an arrogant assumption of power in him. 
There was not visible in the North—we do not say any fear 
of a collision—so much as any fancy that a collision might 
ensue. ‘There is absolutely so little material for the building 
up of any despotism in the Free States, that the least popular 
of civil magistrates is obeyed without even a hesitation, 
though he put himself in conflict with the most popular 
General under his authority. It is not that the people resist 
the temptation to make a military despot, it is that they do 
not even understand it. The people of the Free States have 
shown themselves not at all averse to proceedings essentially 
arbitrary, if taken by the highest authority in the State for 
the purpose of vindicating their own constitution. But that 
they have never even considered the possibility of handing 
over any power reserved to them by the constitution to any

| Nay, General Sherman actually proposed to guarantee the 
people and inhabitants of all the rebellious States, in the 
name of the Northern Executive, “their political rights and 


“ defined by the Constitution of the United States and of the 
“ States respectively.” In other words, he proposed that the 
hew organising power requisite to weld together the societies 
of North and South should be guaranteed to the very men so 
deeply imbued with hostility to the North and the love of 
slavery, that they have organised and conducted this rebel- 
lion. It would not have been more absurd to take 
the opinion of Mr Seward’s assassin as to the best steps for 
his restoration to health. 

The truth is that unless this disastrous war initiates a 
revolution, and a great revolution, at the South, it will have 
failed of ail its effect ; and neither the Union, for which the 
North have fought so bravely, can be preserved—nor the 
Slavery, for the extinction of which we all hope, be destroyed. 
A social revolution must follow the war, or the war is naught. 
And the precise effect of General Sherman’s proposal would 
have been to entrust the guidance of this social revolution 
absolutely and implicitly to the very same institutions, con- 
ducted by the very same men, which had given birth to 
secession in the interests of an extended Slavery. The war has 
lasted four years,—the reconstruction will last probably a 
much longer time; but a more insane conception could 
scarcely be imagined than that of asking the conspirators 
against the Union to superintend the restoration of the Union 
——the passionate advocates of Slavery to preside over the ex- 
tinction of Slavery.

THE VISIT OF THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH TO 
ALGERIA. 
Tae Empepor Naponxron is trying very hard to solve the 
problem which is still puzzling us in India, to govern a great 
Asiatic community without maintaining among them an 
irresistible European force. With his usual acumen he sees 
clearly where the true point lies, perceives that if he could 
but secure willing obedience from the population, attract the 
loyalty, 89 to speak, of any powerful tribe, Algeria might 
become a valuable dependency. The importance of the pos- 
session is, we think, a little underrated in this country. The 
ownership of a very wide tract of culturable soil, a tract as 
large as Great Britain, and capable under certain conditions of 
great productiveness, situated within easy reach of the mother 
country, and under tolerable climatic conditions, may here- 
after prove very important to France. It is true that country 
is not as yet overpeopled, and also true that Frenchmen make 
very indifferent colonists, but no one can predict how long 
those conditions will last. Very slight changes—the aboli- 
tion, for example, of the conscription—might materially affect 
the population of France, and it is quite within the range of

Yet if we could | 
heartily trust any one Indian race, say the Sikhs, trust them |

North-West would almost disappear, and India would show a/| 
surplus of six or eight millions sterling. The Emperor sees | 
this point clearly, and has for some time past endeavoured to | 
think out some plan for securing it. 

Napoleon's first idea, it is said, and said in a way which | 
gives the rumour some force, was to place the tribes of the | 
interior under a vative Emir, to create artificially the system | 
of dependent States which we found and have of late tried | 
to preserve in India. Such an Emir would govern much 
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more cheaply than a French bureau, would be much more | 


the results which for the present she requires from her 
conquest. He might moreover be a man so convinced of the | 
power of France as to be faithful, and it would in any case be 
cheaper to reconquer him once in every generation than to main- | 
tain the present garrison. The great Algerian officers, how- 
ever, did not like the idea, and the Emperor, who is persistent 
but not wilful and never in a hurry, laid it aside, resolving | 
apparently to try whether his personal presence might not con- | 
ciliate the tribes. He was already favourably known to them, 
having in the first place guaranteed them some lands which 
they considered in danger, and in the second having put down 
most effectually a formidable insurrection. A ruler who will 
give largely and strike hard is the ruler for Eastern imagina- 
tions, and the Emperor resolved to follow up the impression, 
On the 3rd inst, he landed in Algiers in all the state which 
Frenchmen as well as Orientals know how to organise, and 
three days afterwards issued a proclamation to the native 
tribes. In this very singular paper he adopts that semi- 
didactic semi-pious style so frequent in Oriental manifestoes, 
quotes the Koran with references to chapter and verse, which, 
though they read oddly in French, will in Arabic perhaps 
notseem so strange, and gravely argues with the men of the 
Desert that it is their duty to acquiesce in his rule. They 
have fought very bravely, but God has given him the 
vietory ; their own Book says God gives power to whom he 
will, and they are by their own creed bound to admit 
that whatever God directs must be well directed, He points 
out that the conquest of the Gauls by the Romans ended in 
raising the Gauls into a great people—a curious version of 
history, the Frank conquest being ignored—and promises that 
their material interests shall be thoroughly cared for, We 
fear the effect of the proclamation will be less than the Em- 
peror anticipates. The Arab, like every other Asiatic, hates | 
the Western governors, not only because they are of a different 
creed, but because they are Westerns, because they want him 
to accept a civilisation which is as repulsive to his ideas and 
habits as the European costume would be, because, in fact, 
they are not only infidels, but im his judgment vulgar, push- 
ing, trouble-giving people. To prove to an Arab that fate 
has decided against him, is like telling a sick man that we 
must all die; he acknowledges it fully, but he takes medi- 
cines to ward off death none the less zealously for the acknow- 
ledgment. The Arabs will, we fear, contend until contention 
is hopeless, and when convinced of its hopelessness, will either 
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move into the interior, as the “ Moors,” the old dominant 
class who served the Deys did, or will lose their self-respect, 
and slink about a vicious degraded race, as the Arabs of the 
coast cities now do. That, however, is speculation, and for the 
hour it is probable that the Arabs will accept the proclama- 
tion with a sense that it is intended to be conciliatory, and 

in from it the courage to press their more immediate 

ievances upon the attention of the great Frank ruler. The 
Emperor really wishes to conciliate them, and he is one of the 
few Frenchmen who has caught the idea of what all subject- 
races everywhere ask, in Poland no less than in Bengal and on 
the Atlas, namely, to be let alone, so far as the dominant 
State can afford to do it. The bureaux Arabes may be better 
than the old Cadis, but the people would greatly prefer the 
old unjust judges. A French officer may be a civilised being, 
but Arabs are more at home with a deputy Emir; the taxa- 
tion of France may be lighter than that of the Deys, but it is 
most wearisomely inevitable. An Asiatic would rather be 
plundered of a pound now and then after a fair fight than 
pay sixpence every year at a fixed hour on a previously settled 
day. It is quite possible that the Emperor, foiled in his 
project of an Arab Viceroyalty, may, nevertheless, restrain 
greatly the action of his subordinates, and leave the tribes, 
when their tribute is paid, more and more independent in 
their internal affairs. If he does, he will greatly diminish 
the burden of Algeria; and, in any case, a country which 
rules India must watch with keen interest the spectacle of 
an able man clothed with absolute power trying to solve 
among two millions of Asiatics, the problems which perplex 
herself in dealing with two hundred millions. 





Agriculture. 
OUR GRASS LANDS. 

Dzsrrre egregious errors which have of late been promulgated in 
reference to the conversion of existing arable lands into perma- 
nent grass, and a sort of superstitious regard for old turf enter- 
tained amongst landowners, there can be no doubt that our per- 
manent grass lands are of great agricultural importance, and that 
they are not generally made the most of. in a mixed farm, the 
greater part of the manure is commonly applied to the arable 
portions of the land, though made up to a large extent of the 
produce of the grass land itself. A paper on ‘‘ The Management 
of Grass Land” was lately read by Professor Coleman, at the 
London Farmers’ Club, which contained several matters well 
worthy of notice. He stated his object to be to show ‘that grass 
land is very grateful for liberal treatment,” thet pasture land re- 
quires cultivation and attention as much as arable land, and that 
“pasture cultivation is asa rule far behind arable management.” 
He also proposed to show that grass land will give a good return 
for outlay. The subject was treated under four heads. First,—By 
considering whether it is desirable materially to inerease the pro- 
portion of grass land? Secondly,—How best to produce a pas- 
ture? Thirdly,—The improvement of worn-out pastures; and 
lastly, a8 to irrigation by water and sewage. 

As to increasing the area of graes land, because stock is high 
and grain low in price, as has been often recommended of late, Mr 
Coleman mentions that a Lincolnshire farmer who was told he 
ought to lay all his land down to grass, soon proved to his would- 
be adviser that Lincolnshire is growing more beef, mutton, and 
wool than would be possible if such advice were followed. Strong 
land, ina moist climate, may offer instances where some arab.e 
land might be usefully laid down to grass ; but even on the strongest 
land, no quantity of stock can be wintered, and so the most is 
made of the grass Jand, without the aid of arable cultivation. 

Then, to lay down land to pesture is an expensive and a slow 
process. A celebrated Shorthorn breeder, whose farm consists of 
two-thirds grass, says, that if he had double his actual amount of 
arable land, he could winter a-greafly increased stock. ‘‘ As it was, 
he gave his neighbours 2/ per acre for barley-straw, and carted it, 
and could not get enough, and that it was utterly ridiculous to 
talk of laying down more land to grass.” And the conclusion to 
which Mr Coleman comes is, that grass land cannot be worked to 
a. without at Jeast an equal quantity, and more often two- 
thirds of arable land to gorw fodder and litter. There are excep- 
tions in cases of rich grazing lands and Jands liable to be flooded. 

Then a pasture can only be produced by the use of first-rate 
seed, only to be obtained by paying a full price. The seed should 
consist of a proper mixture of grasses, the particulars of which, as 
given in the paper, are too long for our limits, and when first laid 
down, must be well manured, sown with a certain proportion of 
rape, then fed the first year with sheep folded off, and not allowed 
to get too bare. The second year the grass is mown early, and 
afterwards fed with horses, cattle, and sheep,—a method of depas- 
eer best for grass land, and thenceforth it will become 
established as old grass. Land thus treated on Mr Howard's 
estate at Greystoke, Cumberland, and which had been previously 
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reduced by bad management to about 33 6d per acre, was re-let 
after three years at 25s per acre. If grass seed be sown with a 
crop of corn, then the safest plan is not to graze the pasture at all 
the first sutumn, but merely to consolidate the surface with heavy 
rolling. Sometimes the grass shows a feebleness in the third year, 
and in such cases a f. w new seeds should be harrowed iv, and a 
dressing of farm-yard manure. As the rule, cattle are better 
stock than sheep for all newly laid down pastares. 


The improvement of worn-out and neglected pastures, consti- 
tuting the third head under which Mr Coleman treated the subject, 
will have most general interest and application. Farmers seldom 
care to lay down arable land to permanent grass, or to break up 
old pastures in order to re-lay them; but there are few who may 
not wish to restore some worn-out meadow or pasture land. The 
first step isto drain where draining is required. Of cour:e no 
draining is neces-ary on open subsoils. Even where necessary, 
draining alone will not renovate grass land. Draining must be 
followed by manure, otherwise the removal of the water may 
actually diminish the grass by destroying the coarser herbage, at 
all events fora time. But liberal treatment, and occasionally a 
few better grasses sown, will soon satisfy the occupier of the benefit 
of drainage. Artificial mafurcs can seldom be relied on for grass 
lands; the safest manure in which the farmer can invest his 
money is thet made by well-fed stoek. Well harrowing and plen- 
tiful rolling have wonderful eff-ct in improving grass land. A 
firm and level surface is essential to a large crop of well-condi- 
tioned grass. Then weeds should be steadily destroyed in spring 
and autumn. The account given by Mr Coleman of the improve- 
ment of Braydon Manor Farm is highly instructive. We knew 
Braydon, in North Wiltshire, nearly forty years ago, and a more 
hopeless tract of heavy, infertile clay could not be found. Braydon 
forest was then a flat area of nearly 20,000 acres, without roads, 
wet, undrained, and commonly believed to be undrainable. The 
Great Wes'ern Railway touches this tract between Purton and 
Minety stations ; its appearance is still by no meansinviting. The 
fields were small, the fences high and irregular, and the herbage 
looked blue and starved. Rents varid from 7s to 15s per acre. 
Having described this tracr in some such terms as we have used, 
the Professor says: —“‘ Such was the condition of the Manor Farm, 
a tract of 300 acres, purchased by Mr E. Ruck, at Lady-day 1862, 
for 4,000/, being exactly 13/ 63 8d per acre. In the following 
May I walked over the land, and, as it wasa very wet time, had 
a good opportunity of judging of its value unimproved. It was 
principally in grass, the fields small, and surrounded by wide strag- 
gling fences, the ditches half-filled with soil and accumulations of 
vegetable matter, and the soil so saturated with moisture that it 
was difficult to struggle through the mud. Nothing, not even 
Talpa’s Farm, could present a more dreary and desolate appear- 
ance, and it was certainly a bold undertaking to embark capital in 
reclaiming such apparently poor stuff. Mr Ruck divided the 
arable and pa-ture land into equal portions, keeping the latter near 
the homestead; the former, origin:lly in s:xteen fields, was laid 
out in four enc osures of equal s ze, and this, as well as a great 
part of the grass land, was thoroughly drained three feet deep and 
eight feet apart, by the mole-plough, driven by steam, which has 
so far answered extremely well. Mr Ruck estimates the cost’ at 
only ten shillings per acre: I prefer doubling the amount, as more 
nearly approaching the contract price for such work. Mr Rack, 
who has been a vc ry successful steam-cultivator, had the original 
12-horse engine fitted with a windlass, suitablg,to draw the drain- 
ing-plough, and thus made a capital job. Deep ditches have been 
dug, into which each drain empties, tour or five pipetsbeing placed 
in the mouths, to keep the outlets open. The draining hes made 
the surface firm and sound. In April, 1862, 2 ewt of superphos- 
phate of lime and 1} ewr of guano was applied with the water- 
drill, diluted with 600 gailons of water per acre ; the cost of this 
dressing was 26s. She p were fed on the grass, eating cake and 
corn at 10d per head per week, and the return was 17d per’ head 
weekly. In April, 1863, the same dressing was repeated, and 
sheep feeding with corn was commenced as before. grass 
grewso rapidly, and became so rank, that the sheep were re- 
moved, and after being shut up the land was mown, and 25 ewt of 
hay per acre was secured. In the autumn a compost, consisting of 
soil from new di'ches and old banks, mixed with lime, gas-lime, 
and a portion of manure, was applied. In the last year the same 
artificials were used, the whole mown a fair crop; and when I 
visited the farm Jast autumn, compost similar to that alluded to 
was being carted out and spread on the land. None but those 
who knew the Manor Farm in its original condition can a i 
the improvement that has taken place. Instead of the poor, 
watery grasses, we now find a rich carpet of quite good grasses 
and clover, and the cattle and sheep look healthy and thriving. 
At the time of my visit the stock numbered 133 head of young 
cattle, principally yearlings; 13 horses, for breeding; and 240 
sheep. The cattle had 2 lbs a day of cake and corn, and the 
sheep 3lb. Beans, peas, barley, wheat, and palm-nut meal were 
mixed ap, and for every 4 lbs of such meal-2 lbs of oilcake is used. 
On this grass, where sheep are hardly known, Mr Ruck has win- 
tered shearlings with corn. These improvements, with proper 
buildings and roads, have doubled the value of the land, and 
proved a good investment.” This indicates the best mode of re- 
novating pastures. Sheep and cattie eating oileake, combining 











treading and fertilising manure, are, in fact, the cheapest means of 
improving grass land. Once put into good heart, meadows may 
be easily maintained in high condition by an occasional dressing, 
and careful harrowing and rolling. 

Improvement by irrigation and sewage is so special a subject, 
and is only applicable in particular localities, that we shall not 
further advert to it here. 

In a discussion which followed the reading of this paper, old 
prejudices and some special facts in relation to grass land were 
disclosed. Thus, Mr Thomas asserted that grass land ‘‘ might be 
overdrained,” and that certain lands, such as some in Leicester- 
shire, had such an aptitude for producing grass, that without any 
such care in sowing as had been recommended by Mr Coleman, 
they soon became good pastures. 

Mr Wilson had found land not considered to be fit for grazing 
more profitable when well laid down to’grass and/grazed than when 
under the plough. 

Mr Congreve (\Warwickshire), vindicated the occupiers of 
grazing land from an assumed charge of mi-managing their pas- 
tures; but no such charge was in fact mede, for it is well known 
that the grazing pastures of the Midland Counties are at this time 
extremely well managed. 

Mr Nockolds agreed that it was much easier to renovate old 
pastures than to make new; and Mr Bradshaw confirmed the 
statement, that the feeding sheep with swed:s and cake on old 
pastures was the best mode of improving them.

issued, and that the Credit Mobilier was also manceuvring for an 
advance in order to be able to present a favourable balance sheet 
to its shareholders in the annual meeting on Monday. But yes- 
terday there was a violent relapse, and tu-day there has been much 
discouragement. The hopes of a new outburst of speculation, so 
often disappointed, have, therefore, been baffled once more, ‘he

The question of cheques, which has long occupied the attention 
of the commercial worid, has been submitted to the Corps Legis- 
latif, but has not, up to the moment at which I write, received a 
solution. With that mania for regulating the mir. utest details of 
all matters which distinguishes French legislators—a mania based 
on the assumption that the public is incapable of defending it own 
interests, or doing anything for itself—the Bill on cheques pre- 
sented to the Chamber, not only gave a definition of what a 
cheque | must be and how it must be signed and dated, but laid 
down rigorous rules, for the presentation of it within a given time, 
for the transmission of it by endorsement, for the protecting of it 
in the event of its not being paid on demand, for the punishment of 
the drawer when due provision is not made for the payment of it, 
&c. The definition of the cheque is that ‘it is a writing in the 
form of a mandate to pay, serving the drawer to withdraw for his 
own advantage or that of a third party, the whole or part of funds 
inscribed to his credit by the party drawn on, and disposable.” 
The lawyers in the Chamber pointed out that this would in prac- 
tice present various technical difficulties of considerable gravity ; 
and numerous objections to the other enactments were urged both |! 
on legal and commercial grounds. On the whole, it appears that 
the measure, so far from encouraging the use of cheques, which is |; 
its professed object, will deter peopie from employing them. An able 
economist, M. Cochut, writing in the Temps, says that it would 
have been far better not to have prepared a Bill on the matter at 
all. In truth, none was necessary, except, perhaps, to free cheques 
from stampduty, or, if thought desirable to tax them, to impose on 
them a small fixed charge. When His Excellency M. Fould resolved 
on trying to develop the cheque system in France, he, knowiug 
that a cheque is the simplest thing in the world, never dreamt, I 
imagine, that it would lead to the , production of a mischievous and 
vexatious law. He must regard with little complacency the 
meddling law-makers and pretentious economists of the Council of 
State and the Corps Legislatit, who have spoiled one of the best 
measures for serving the public that had been conceived by a Mi- 
nister for a long time. 


You may remember that, though some months back the 
Minister of Finance rejected the project for raising a large loan 
for executing public works of all kinds all over France—it was 
proposed to call it the Loan of Peace—he consented to accord, in 
addition to the ordinary provision of the budget, a certain sum 
to be disbursed in really useful works, not in a lump, but ina 
series of years. In execution of this engagement the Minister 
has caused a Bill to be presented to the Corps Legislatif, pro- 
posing that 360,000,000f. (14,400,0007) shall be employ ed in such 
works in six years dating from 1866, at the rate of 60,000,000f 
& year :—the ways and means ,to consist, first, in anticipated sur- 
pluses to ordinary budgets, and next in ‘the sale of forests to the 
amount of 100,000,000f. To this sale of forests objections will || 
probably be made; ; nevertheless, as the Minister entertains 
insuperable objections to the raising of a loan, it is not easy to 
find any other resource. 

The Emperor's visit to Algeria is likely to be of commercial 
importance ; His Majesty having stated to the Mayor of Algiers 
that “ he had the satisfaction of announcing that a pow erful 
company — to do great things which have been com- 
menced.” The company referred to is believed to be the Societe 
Generale, which has already taken under its patronnge a com- 
pany for working certain iron mines in Algeria, and one for 
establishing steamers to carry goods between the colony and | 
France. By directing capital to Algeria the Emperor will 
undoubtedly render great service to that possession ; but it is 
much to be wished that he would accompany it by the substitu- 
tion of civil for military domination, and by the grant of the | 
most complete liberty to colonists. It is the tyranny of the | 
sword, and the vexatious regulations imposed on settlers, which | 
have hitherto prevented Algeria from being populous and 
prosperous. 

A Bill, now before the Corps Legislatif, renders uniform the 
usages of different markets in France with regard to tare, tret, 
taxes, discounts, tolerances, &c. The reason “for promoting the ee ee ee 
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Bill is that it is thought that uniformity in such matters will be 
as useful to commerce as it is in moneys and in weights and 
measures. 

The ratifications of the treaty of commerce between France 
and Prussia, and the conventions relative to railways and railway 
roperty, were exchanged at Berlin on the 9th, and the Acts 
are to come into force on the 1st July. To the first mentioned 
treaty the Zollverein has adhered. 

The Board of Directors of the Messageries Imperiales Com-

A meeting of the shareholders of the Societe Nouvelle des 
Forges et Chantiers de la Mediterranee has just been held. 
This Company was formed in 1856 for building and repairing 
ships and ship-engines, and its yards and works are at La Seyne, 
near Toulon, and at Menpenti at Marseilles. Its success has 
been very remarkable, especially considering that France was 
for a long time much behind England in the building of ships 
and in the construction of engines. In 1864, the Company, 
according to the report of the directors, delivered, in execution 
of orders, hulls and engines of the value of 19,000,000f, and 
it has now orders to the amount of 42,000,000f to execute. 
Among other things, the Company last year built six gtn- 
boats, each with engines of 50-horse power, for the French 





Government, and it completed them in the short space of | 


sixty days. It also built for the Imperial navy a new 
transport of 160 horse-power, named La Vienne, and engines 
of 1,000-horse power for the plated frigate La Province. 
For the Suez Canal Company it constructed several dredging 
machines, and for private individuals four steamers for commerce. 
It has delivered two plated skips fitted with engines to the 
Italian Government ; they are called La Maria Pia and San 
Martino. It has also built for and handed over to the Spanish 
Government, the large plated frigate Numancia, of 1,000 horse- 

wer. She is to be sent to Peru, and will be the first large 
iron vessel that has gone from Europe to the Pacific. Her voyage 
will be regarded with great interest by nautical men of all 
countries. Finally, the company has just received orders from 
the Governments of Egypt, Turkey, and Brazil. The profits 
realised in 1864, the precise amount of which have not been pub- 
lished, were sufficient to allow a dividend of 100f per share to 
be declared. Of this sum, 30f were paid in November last, and 
the rest is now being paid. 

In a recent extraordinary general meeting of the shareholders 
of the Societe Generale pour Favoriser le developpement du Com- 
merce et de |’Industre en France, the directors, of whom the 
chairman is M. Schneider, presented a report, demanding autho- 
risation to obtain from the Government a revision of the statutes 
as regards the obligation to make a second call of one-fourth of 
the nominal capital within the first year, as regards the engage- 
ment not to invest in companies, or otherwise employ more than 
one-fourth of the realised capital, and not to receive deposits ex- 
ceeding one and a half times the realised capital and the reserve, 
and as regards sundry minor matters. The report stated, that 
for the confidence placed in the Societe, it has obtained such 
large deposits that it has no need to make a second call on the 
shareholders, and that it is manifestly more advantagous to per- 
mit the directors to make the call when the interests of the com- 
pany require it, instead of fixing it arbitrarily fora certain 
period: and the report also showed that the other obligatiun im- 
pedes the operations of the company, and is consequently disad- 
vantageous to the public. The meeting unanimously granted 
the authorisation demanded. 

The repori presented to tie shareholders of the Eastern Rail- 
way, in their recent annual meeting, stated that the receipts in 
1864, of the “old net-work,” were 50,479,003f 33c, and the ex- 
qn 21,232,630f 26c, leaving a balance of 29,246,374 7c. 

his balance wasSreduced to 26,911,536f 80c, by the deduction of 
1,128,349f 6c for the reserve, and of a sum of 1,206,487f 21c 
which, according to the convention with the Government, had to 
be set apart for the “new net-work.” To the 26,911,536f 80c, 
however, had to be added, the balance brought over from 1863, 
and the net profit of the short lines of Luxembourg and Bale, 
Which, though out of France, belong to the Company ; and these 
items made the total 26,965,443f 43c. From this there had to 
be taken various sums, for the interest and sinking fund of loans, 
for the sinking fund of shares and of what is called the domain, 
and for the execution of lines in the ‘ new net-work ;” so that 
in definitive there only remained for the shareholders 
19,441,018f 2c. Of this sum 11,585,280f have been employed 
im payment of 20f per share, and it was determined to distribute 
7,592,000f in the payment of a further sum of 13f; the balance 
Temaining to be carried forward. That the revenue per share 
was 33f is owing to the energy with which M. Thouvenel, the 
chairman, and other directors defended the interests of the share- 
holders. If, indeed, they had not obtained from the Govern- 
ment a modification of the convention of 1859 relative to the 
new lines, the dividend would only have been 22f, and in coming 
years only about 17f. The probability now is that it will in 
future not fall below 33f. As to the ‘new net-work,” the clear 
revenue from it, including the 1,206,187f from the old net-work 
above mentioned, was only 13,629,319f 49¢, and consequently the 











Government will have to pay 17,044,831f 23c to make up the 
4.65 per cent. guaranteed on the capital disbursed. 


The report of the Company des Docks et Entrepots de Mar- 
seilles states that the net profits for 1864 were 1,022,552f, being 
sufficient to allow 25f per share to be paid, and 22,552f to be 
carried over. Of the 25f, half has already been paid, and the 
other half is in course of payment. 


The Company of the Chemin de Fer et Docks de Saint Ouen 
has declared a dividend of 20f for 1864.

In Belgium, as in France, there is an Immobiliere Compagnie; 
but in addition to buying and selling of houses and other real 
property, it makes loans on mortgage, and engages in financial 
operations. The directors have just presented a report on the 
business done by the Company from the 23rd July, 1863, the 
date of the formation, to the 31st December, 1864. The profits 
realised were sufficient to allow 5 per cent. to be distributed on 
the paid-up capital, leaving a small balance to be carried for- 
wae The Company has purchased building ground in Brussels 
and the suburbs, and have sold portions of it at a considerable 
profit. 


The Austrian Credit Mobilier has published its report for 
1864. ‘The profits realised were only 2,438,695 florins, so that 
311,307 florins had to be taken from the reserve to enable 5 per 
cent. to be distributed to the shareholders as interest. 

Messrs Arles Dufour and Co., of Lyons, in a circular dated 
the 5th, say that the news of the assassination of President 
Lincoln caused business, both in silk fabrics and silk, to be com- 
pletely paralysed for several days, but that prices had been 
maintained with remarkable firmness, owing to fears being 
entertained of a bad crop. They say, however, that demands 
had become more active, and that if the pretensions of holders 
had not been very high considerable business would have been 
done. They state that the prospects of the crop are very 
unsatisfactory.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 





In reference to the state of the money market at Bombay, Messrs 
Clason and Co., writing on the 13th ult. state :—Our position has not 
improved during the fortnight, and there is an eager demand for money 
in the bazaar, where, at present, the average rate of interest is 3 per 
cent. per month. Our banks continue in possession of large capitals at 
disposal, but do not show any inclination to employ them except on the 
most undoubted securities, thereby restricting the eredit of our port 
more and more. Thus, the cash balance of the Bank of Bombay 
amounts to three millions sterling, and the Directors have made a 
further reduction of 2 per cent. in the rates of discount. Since our 
last, no failures of any moment have taken place. A subject of great 
anxiety for the moment is our share market, which has collapsed to an 
alarming degree. Endeavours are being made to prolong the delivery 
term to November next, which measure might mitigate the impending 
evil. Our banks, who have refused for some time to make any ad- 
vances at all upon shares, are re-commencing to negociate loans on the 
best of such securities to a small extent, and the existing tightness of 
the market is expected to relax ere long. 


The President of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce has received 
following letter from the Foreign Office respecting our commercial rela- 
tions with Prussia and Austria :— 

“ Foreign Office, May 9, 1865. 

“Sir,—I am directed by Lord Russell to acquaint you, for the infor- 
mation of the Chamber of Commerce over which you preside, that Her 
Majesty's Ambassador at Berlin, having addressed to the Prussian Go- 
vernment certain questions as to the position of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment with regard to the new Zollverein tariff, has received in reply 
authoritative information to the following effect :— 

“1. Great Britain will be admitted to all the benefits of the new tariff 
of the Zollverein States on the Ist of July next, whether the treaty 

saaeen Great Britain and the Zollverein be concluded or not at that 
te. 

“2. The tariff of the Zollverein States, which will come into force 
on the Ist of July next, will embrace all the reductions contemplated 
by the Franco-German treaty of 1862, including those of 1866. 

“In communicating the above information the Prussian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs requested that the attention of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment might be called to the two following points, although he added 
that the events to which they related were not likely to happen :— 

“1. Should the treaty recently concluded between Austria and the 
Zollverein not come into effect their relations will continue to be regu- 
lated by the treaty of 1853, which grants certain preferential rights to 
Austria until the Ist of January, 1866; and in that case England, in 
common with other Powers, would not be admitted to those rights until 
the last-named date. Should the treaty be accepted and ratified at 
Berlin and Vienna, Great Britain will be admitted to all the exemptions 
- aaa of duty accorded by it to Austria from the Ist of July, 

5. 

“2. In case the commercial and political relations of the Zollverein 
should not be entirely regulated with all foreign States before the Ist 
of July next, England and the other States which are freely admitted to 
the benefits of the new tariff might incur the obligation of exhibiting 
certificates of origin on goods imported into the Zollverein.—I am, Sir, 
your most obedient humble servant, - “ A. H. Layarp.”

4,606,471/ for cost of collevtion of the revenue (including the Post-office 
establishment) brings the expenditure up to 66,462,206/, leaving a sur- 
plus of 3,851,2332 In addition to this expenditure, the sum of 620,000/ 
was laid out upon fortifications, the amount being raised by the sale of

In the corresponding week of 1855, the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs had resigned office. In Parliament, Mr 
Layard in the House of Commons, and Lord Ellenborough in 
the House of Lords, had brought in motions expressing 
want of confidence in the Government. The funds had risen 
on the publication of despatches from Lord Raglan announc- 
ing two repulses of the Russians. 

In 1862, King Victor Emanuel had entered the city of 
Naples. The outline of Mr Laing’s financial statement had 
been received by telegram from India, where its publication || 
had caused a rise in Government securities. 

In 1863, money was easy in the London market. Stocks 
and securities generally were firm. The rate of discount at 
the Bank of France had been reduced from 4 to 34 per cent. 
In 1864, The raising of the blockade had caused a Minis- 
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terial crisis at Copenhagen. The decision of the London Con- 
ference relative to the truce between the German and Danish 
belligerents had received the Royal sanction, and a cessation 
of hostilities for one month had been agreed upon by Den- 
mark and the Allies. The Austrians had been defeated by 


the Danes in a naval engagement off Heligoland. A Royal | 


decree had been issued suspending the Prussian navigation 
dues for six months. In America, the Federal army under 
General Banks had suffered a severe defeat at Sabine Cross- 
roads. Twenty-three millions of the new Austrian loan had 
been taken by the Anglo-Austrian Bank, and Messrs Baring 
Brothers, and Woodianer and Sina, at 77-10. The Bank of 
France had raised its rate to 7 per cent., and that of Italy to 
& per cent. The increased value of money had led to depres- 
sion in the prices of English Government stocks. 


The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1855, a deficiency of 
238,5931; in 1862,a deficiency of 3,699,4211; in 1863, a 
deficiency of 5,225,169/; and in 1864, a deficiency of 
8,455,7831. In 1865, the deficiency is 6,308,5051. 

Discount AND Monty Marxet.—The general commercial 
demand for money has been moderately active; and as the 
usual payments to Government account at this period of the 
year serve to sustain the firmness of the market, there are no 
transactions under the Bank rate. Bullion operations are 
exceptional, as no continental demand exists, and arrivals are 
taken to the Bank.

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS 

The demand for goods in the manufacturing districts, this week, | 
has been far from active. The markets, however, have presenied 
a very firm appearance, and, in some instances, prices have im-| 
proved. In iron, a fair business has been transacted; but the | 
trade for coals has ruled quiet. 

MancuestTer, May, 11.—In the beginning of the week, this 
market, which had been quietening, was greatiy excited by 
American news, which were understood to indicate hard 
measures on the part of the American Government, leading to the 
great destruction and loss of the stock of cotton. A very general 
inquiry was experienced for two days, and business was continued 
as well as the exhausted s'ock, pre-engaged positions, and ad- 
vanced requirements of producers would allow. But the American 
news of Wednesday wrought as suddenly another great change, 
the market at once relapsing into dulloess and inactivity on the 
announcement of General Johnston’s surrender, and the con- 
sequent pacification of a large tract of territory. Prices are oc. 
casionally the turn weaker, but probably, on the whole, not very 
different from those of last week. The relief committees in 
various neighbourhoods are ceasivg their operations, a step by no 
means too early, as the operatives begin to feel themselves scarce 


and wanted, and to be urgent for.a.rise of wages.
